The merits of the silo are beyond 
question. A silo furnishes the cheap­ 
est food obtainable and the surest 
method of preserving the feed crop. 
silo, a few good milch cows, a few 
good brood sows, a few good hens 
mean money 
and 
permanent agri­ 
culture on any farm. 
The greatest drawback to stlo con­ 
struction on the farm has been the 
initial cost of construction, the cost 
of machinery to fill and the cost of 
repairs from year to year.

It is permanent. It cannot blow 
over, racK out of shape or burn.

requires no attention or cost for up­ 
keep. 
5. The objection is often made that 
’it is hard to get the silage out of the 
pit.” Users of both kinds of silos 
claim that they can feed just as quick­ 
ly from the pit as from the upright 
type.

THE PIT SILO 
The merits of the silo are beyond 
question. A silo furnishes the cheap­ 
est food obtainable and the surest 
method of preserving the feed crop. 
A silo, a few good milch cows, a few 
good brood sows, a few good hens 
mean money and 
permanent agri­ 
culture on any farm. 
The greatest drawback to silo con­ 
struction on the farm has been the 
initial cost of construction, the cost 
of machinery to fill and the cost of 
repairs from year to year. 
For the following reasons the pit 
silo is gaining very fast in popular­ 
ity; 
1. It can be built at a very low 
cost and it requires no skilled labor. 
2. It requires less filling machin­ 
ery and less power to fill than any 
other type of silo. This means less 
running expense. 
3. 
Properly built it keeps silage 
perfectly. There is no freezing. 
4. It is permanent. It cannot blow 
over, rack out of shape or burn. 
It 
requires no attention or cost for up­ 
keep. 
5. The objection is often made that 
“ it is hard to get the silage out of the 
pit.” Users of both kinds of silos 
claim that they can feed just as quick­ 
ly from the pit as from the upright 
type. 
The pit silo will be successful in 
practically all the country tributary 
to the F. W. & D. C. and W. V. rail­ 
ways. 
Where the work of construction is 
done by the farmer himself, the cost 
of material will not exceed 35 cents 
per ton. 
A. K. Short, agricultural agent of 
the F. W. & D. C. and W. V. rail­ 
roads located Wichita Falls, Texas, 
will visit your farm and instruct you 
on the construction of pit silos. 
His 
services are free to the farmers along 
the route and if you need him don’t 
fail to write his office.

S t r a w b e r r y ice Cream. 
Select very ripe berries, wash, drain 
and sprinkle thickly with granulated 
sugar, then let stand for an hour, when 
they should be forced through a sieve 
or fruit press, mashing through all tile 
pulp; make a custard by using three 
whole eggs to each quart of milk, sea 
Boning with sugar and any preferred 
essence. Turn into an ice cream freezer 
and when about half frozen add the 
berry pulp, stirring thoroughly; pro 
ceed with the freezing in tho ordinary 
manner. 
After the cream is frozen 
solid, pack away for two hours to 
ripen.
